The second conviction of Heber

But I submit, gentlemen of the 
jury, that the testimony in this case 
finds the defendant guilty, and I 
assume, gentlemen of the jury, that 
you can arrive at this same con- 
clusion if you believe. as I be- 
lieve, in his guilt.’’ 

Cullen objected to this ‘‘state- 
ment of the District Attorney as to 
his persona! belief.” Judge Davis 
sustained the objection. Cullen 
then asked that the Court rebuke 
the District Atorney for his fre- 
marks. This request was over- 


ruled. Breuer then said, “All right, 
I'll make it a little different,” and 
proceeded with his argument. 


The Court of Appeals says 
this: 

“We think the portion of 
United States Attorney’s argument 
quoted is both improper and preju- 
dicial, and that the mere word 
‘Sustained,’ in sustaining the ob- 
jection, did not suffice to fully cor- 
rect the error.

Drawing nearer and flying over 
it he saw beneath him the Kooko. 
burra, a body stretched out under 
one of its wings.

He dropped a 
parachute containing water but 
when the man beneath the plane 
did not move he concluded he was 
dead. 

He saw nothing of the other 
Kookaburra flyer.

Attitude Toward Law.

At 
least 50 times as many robberies 
in proportion to population are 
committed in the United States 
as in Great Britain, and three 
times as many burglaries. 

An Incomparable Record. 


Even in such premeditated 
crimes as embezziement and 
forgery our record stands no 


comparison with stable nations. 
No part of the country, rural or 
urban, is immune. Life and 
property are relatively more un- 
safe than in any other civilized 
country in the world. -In spite 
of all this we have reason to 
pride ourselves on our institu- 
tions and the high moral in- 
sincts of the great majority of 
our people. No one will assert 
that such crimes would be com- 
mitted if we had even a normal 


respect for law and if the laws 
of our country were properly en- 
forced. 

In order to dispel certain il- 
lusions in the public mind on 
this subject, let me say at once 
that while violations of iaw have 
been increased by inclusion of 
crimes under the _ eighteenth 
amendment and by the vast 
sums that are poured into the 
hands of the criminal! classes by 
the patronage of illicit liquor by 
Otherwise responsible citizens, 
yet this is but one segment of 
Our problem. I! have purposely 
cited the extent of murder, 
burglarly, robbery, forgery, and 
embezzlement, for but a small 
percentage of these can be at- 
tributed to the eighteenth 
amendment. In fact, of the to- 
tal number of convictions for 
felony last year, less than 8 per 

‘cent came from that source. It 
‘is, therefore, but a sector of the 
‘invasion of lawlessness. : 
Law Must Be Enforced. 
* What we are facing today is 
‘womething far larger and more 
‘tundamental — the _ possibility 
that respect for law as law is 
fading from the sensibilities of 
Our people. Whatever the value 
of any law may be, the enforce- 
ment of that law written in plain 
terms upon our statute books is 
‘not, in my mind, a debatable 
question. Law should be ob- 
served and must be enforced 
until it is repealed by the proper 
processes of our democracy. The 
‘duty to enforce the laws rests 
upon every public official and 
the duty to obey it rests upon 
every citizen. 

No individual has the right to 
determine what law shall be 
obeyed and what law shall not 
be enforced. If a law is wrong, 
its rigid enforcement is the sur- 
est guaranty of its repeal. If it 
is right its enforcement is the 
quickest method of compelling re- 
spect for it. I have seen state- 
™ments published within a few 
days encouraging citizens to defy 
a law because that particular 
journa] did not approve of the 
law itself. I leave comment on 
such an attitude to any citizen 
with a sense of responsibility to 
his country. 

President Must Lead. 

_ In my position, with my obli- 
gations, there can be no argu- 
ment on these points. There is 
n- citizen who would approve of 
the, President of the United 
States assuming any other atti- 
tude. It may be said by some 
that the larger responsibility for 
the enforcement of laws against 
crime rests with state and local 
authorities and its does not con- 
cern the Federal Government. 
But it does concern the President 
of the United States, both as a 
‘citizen and as the one upon 
whom rests the primary respon- 
sibility of leadership for the es- 
stablishment of standards of law 
enforcement in this country. Re- 
spect for law and obedience to 
law does not distinguish between 
Federa)] and state laws—it jis a 
common conscience. 

After all, the processes of 
criminal-law enforcement are 
simply methods of instilling re- 
Spect and fear into the minds of 
those who have not the intelli 
enc; and moral instinct to obey 
the law was a matter of con- 
science. The real problem is to 
@waken this consciousness, this 
Moral sense, and if necessary to 
Segregate such degenerate minds 
where they can do no future 
harm

Furthermore, I wish to 
determine and, as far as possi- 
ble, remove the sources of inhe- 
rent defects in our present sys- 
tem that defeat the most devot- 
ed officials. 

Every student of our law-en- 
forcement mechanitem khows ful! 
well that it is in need of vigor- 
ous reorganization: that tts pro- 
cedure unduly favors the crim- 
inal; that our judiu.ary needs to 
be strengthened; that the method 
of assembling, our juries needs 
revision; that jus‘ ce must be 
rirore swift and sure. In our de- 
* sire to be merciful :he pendulum 
has swung in favor of tl) e pris- 
oner and far. away trom the pro- 
tection of society The rympa- 
thetic mind of the American peo~ 
ple in its over-concern about 
those who are in difficulties has 
swung too far from the family 


of the murderer. 
Proposes National Commission. 

With a view to eulisting public 
understanding, public support, 
accurate determination of the 
facts, and constructive conclu- 
sions,-I have propwused to estab- 
lish a national commission to 
study and report upon the whole 
of our problems involved in 
criminal law enforeement That 
proposal has met with grutifying 
support, and I am sure it will 
have the co-operat.on o1 the bar 
associations and crime commis- 
sions in our various state» in the 
widespread effort now being 
made by them. I do not propose 
to be hasty in the selection of 
this commission. I want time 
and advice, in order that 1 may 
select high-minded men. impar- 
tial in their judgment, sxilled in 
the science of the law and our 
judicial system, clear in their 
ay apes of our institutions. 
Such & commission can perform 
the greatest of service to our 
generation. 

There is another and vastly 
wider field than the nature of 
laws and the methods of their 
enforcement This is the basic 
question of the understanding, 
the ideals, the relationshi; of the 
individual citizen cw the iaw it- 
self. It is in’ this “‘leld that the 
press plays a domfiant part. It 
is almost finai in :ts potency to 
arouse the interest ani con- 
sciousness of our people. It can 
destroy their finer sensibtuties or 
it can invigorate chem. I am 
well aware that the grest ma- 
jority of our important journals 
day by day give support to these 
high ideals. 

I wonder, sometimes, however, 
if perhaps a little more support 
to our laws could not be given 
in one direction. If, instead of 
the glamour of romance and hero- 
ism, which our American imagi- 
native minds too frequently 
throw around those who break 
the law, we would invest with a 
little romance and heroism those 
thousands of our officers who 
are endeavoring to enforce the 
law it would itself decrease 
crime. Praise and respect for 
those who properly enforce the 
laws would help. Perhaps a lit- 
tle better proportioned balance 
of news concerning those crim- 
inals who are convicted and pun- 
ished would serve to instill the 


fear of the law. 
Flippance Is . 

I need not repeat that abso- 
lute freedom of the press to dis- 
cuss public questions is a foun. 
dation stone of Américan liberty. 
[ put the question, however, to 
every individual conscience, 
whether flippance is a useful or 
even legitimate device in such 
discussions, 1 do not believe it 
ls. Ite effect is as misleading 
and as distorting of public con- 
science as deliberate misrepre- 
sentation.

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A progressive prqgram of elim- 
inating the Wabash railroad grade 
crossings, between Forest Park 
and Delmar viaduct, will be urged 
upon officials of the Wabash by 
Mayor Miller ahd President Kin- 
sey of the Board of Public Serv- 
ice, at a conference within a few 
days. 

The tailroad company’s execi- 
tive officers and engineers will be 
asked to work out, with the city’s 
representatives, a plan by which 
the grade crossing at Union houie- 
vard entrance of Forest Park 
shall be eliminated this year, the 
work to be done at the same time 
as that on River Des Peres sew- 
er; De Baliviere avenue crossing 
shall be replaced with track de- 
pression and a highway viaduct 
into the park next year: and the 
four lesser crossings -between De 
Baliviere avenue and Delmar via- 
duct shall be removed in 1931. 

Connected with the Union en- 
trance plan, as has been told, is 
a plan for depression of the Wa- 
bash tracks in their diagonal 
course through the northeast sec- 
tion of the park. 


Cut Planned Through Park. 

When this plan is carried ouf, 
the railroad tracks, which now go 
through the park on an embank- 
ment, instead will traverse a cut, 
screened above on either side by 
hedges and other foliage, and 
crossed by highway and _. “(foot 
bridges. A part of the present 
embankment will be kept, and 
Grand drive, west of Lindell 2n- 
trance, will be moved somewhat 
to the north and will ascend to 
the reduced level of the embank- 
ment, instead of descending, as at 
present, toward the point where it 
passes under the railroad . bridge. 

The bridge and embankment 
would remain until the new route 
is completed. The cut, to contain 
the tracks, would run west and 
south of the embankment. 

At present, the embankment is 


an obstacle to construction of a 
needed park driveway, to extend 
into the park west from Forest 
Park place. With the tracks re- 
moved to the cut, the embank- 
ment at that point could be re- 
moved, and the new driveway 
built. 

An early agreement on this plan 
would make it possible ‘to do this 
work and complete the Des Peres 
sewer, with only oné tearing-up of 
the park and closing of the main 
highways, in the eastern part of 
the park, to traffic. If the track 
removal ig deferred now, the ex- 
pense and public inconvenience, be- 
sides the temporary disfigurement 
of the city’s beauty spot, will have 
to be repeated within a few years. 

Slight Elevations for Viaducts. 

Plans of city draftsmen for the 
Union entrance viaduct show it &s 
carrying both Union and Lindell 
boulevards over the depressed 
tracks. The viaduct will have only 
a slight elevation. : 

At DeBaliviere avenue, the high- 
way viaduct over the tracks is 
planned to have an élevation of 
about two feet. This will not be 
sufficient to impair the view of 
Jefferson Memorial and other fea- 
tures of the park scene. The ele- 
vation of these viaducts over the 
tracks will be, as at Delmar, an 
18-foot clearance. 

The city will offer to pay ap- 
proximately one-third the cost of 
the work. For the Union viaduct 
and depression of tracks through 
the park, the estimated cost is 
$480,000. This comparatively smal] 
cost is due to the fact. that there 
will be almost no dumgges to pay 
to private property owners. 

By extending the program over 
three years, the railroad will be 
enabled to budget the cost more 
satisfactorily than if the whole 
work were done simultaneously. 
The city pays its part of the cost 
from bond issue funds for grade 
crossing elimination. 


building of a great country, and 
we have attempted to specialize 
in our occupations, to strive to 
achieve in our own specialties 
and to respect competency of 
others in tlfeirs. Unconsciously, 
we have carried this psychology 
into our state of mind toward 
Government. We tend to regard 
the making of laws an their ad- 
ministration as a function of a 
group of specialists in Govern- 
ment whom we hired for this 
purpose and whom we call pub- 
lic servants. After hiring them 
it is our purpose casually to re- 
view their actions, to accept 
those which we approve, and to 
reject the rest. 


Duty of Individual, 

This attitude of mind is de- 
structive of self-government, for 
self-government is predicated 
upon the fact that every respon- 
sible citizen will take his part 
in the creation of law, the obe- 
dience to law, and the selection 
of officials and methods for its 
enforcement. 

Finally. I wish to again reiter- 
ate that the problem of law en- 
forcement is not alone a function 
or business of Government. If 
law can be upheld only by en- 
forcement officers, then our 
scheme of Government is at an 
end. Every citizen has a person- 
al duty in it—the duty to order 
his own actions,.to so weigh the 
effect of his example, that his 
conduct shall be a positive force 
in his community with respect to 
the law. 

I have no criticism to make of 
the’ American press. 1 greatly 
admire its independence and its 
courage. I sometimes fee) that 
it could give more emphasis to 
one phase or another of our na- 
tional problems, but I realize the 
difficulties under which it oper- 
ates. [ am wondering whether 
the time has not come, however, 
to realize that we are confronted 
with a national necessity of the 
first degree, that we are not suf. 
fering from an ephemeral crime 
wave buf from a subsidence of 
our foundations. 


to Press. 


Suggestion 
Possibly the time is at hand 
for the press to systematically 


demand and support the reorgan- 
ization of our law-enforcement 
machinery—Federal, state and 
local—so that crime may be re- 
duced, and on the other hand to 
demand that our citizens shall 
awake to the fundamental con- 
sciousness of democracy which is 
that the laws are theirs and that 
every responsible member of a 
democracy has the primary duty 
to obey the law. 

It is unnecessary for me to 
argue the fact that the very es- 
sence of freedom is obedience to 
law; that liberty itself has but 
one foundation, and that is in 
the law. 


* And in conclusion let me re- 


call an oft-repeated word from — 


Abraham Lincoln, whose invisi- 
ble presence lives hourly at the 
very desk and in the very halls 
which it is my honor to occupy: 

“Let every. man remember 
that to violate the law is to 
trample on the blood of his 
father, and to tear the character 
of his own and his children’s 
liberty. Let reverence for the 
laws be breathed by every Amer- 
ican mother to the lisping babe 
that prattles on her lap. Let it 
be taught in the schools, in 
seminaries, in colleges. Let it 
be preached from the pulpit 
proclaimed in the  legisilativ: 
halls, and enforced in courts of 
justice.: And. in short. let it be. 
come the politcial religion of 
the nation. and let the old and 
the young. the rich and the poor 
the grave dnd the gay of all 
sexes and tongues and colors and 
conditions sacrifice unceasing!lv 
upon its altar.” 

The President's reference to*en 
forcement and obedience to law 
as the dominant problem before 
the American people brought a 
round of applause.

ILDGE FARIS ASSAILS 
FVADERS OF JURY DUT 


Miscarriages of Justice Due in 
Large Part to Attitude , 
of Panels, He Says. 


“Good and patriotic” citizens 
who try to evade serving on juries 
were criticised by Federal Judge 
Faris from the bench today. 

Judge Faris’ remarks were called 
forth when only 35 men respond- 
ed out of 65 summoned for petit 
jury service in criminal and civil 
cases, the other 50 being “hard 
of hearing, ill or out of the State.” 

“I venture to say,” commented 
the Judge, “that a large part of 
the alleged miscarriages of justice 
about whichethe public declaims, 
and about which the newspapers 
editorialize, is due to the fact that 
in a very large measure the intel- 
ligent citizen, the law abiding citi- 


zen, the good and patriotic citizen, 
avoids, if he can, the rendition of 
this patriotic service. 

“In about 40 years’ experience 
as lawyer and Judge, I have. been 
forced to the conclusion that in 
nine cases out of 10, miscarriages 
of justice are due to the jurors-- 
not always to the law, not always 
to the Judge, not always to the 
prosecutors or defenders, but to 
the spineless, unpatriotic jurors 
themselves. 


“Of course, the Court recognizes 
that this job—and, unfortunately 
most men regard it as a job—of 
serving as petit juror is regarded 
as a burden and not a patriotic 
duty. It is ill paid, it is true: you 
get but $4 a day. The Court ap- 
preciates that not one of you would 
consider serving for the emolument 
solely. It partakes to a slight de- 
gree, however, of a patriotic serv- 
ice. It is a service that must be 
rendered and that ought to be ren- 
dered by every good citizen.

Joseph Pulitzer, contesting the will 
of her aunt, Mrs. Fannie H. Hig- 
bee, was granted by Circuit Judge 
Falkenhainer today, on the ground 
that the jury appeared to have tg- 
nored evidence as to undue influ- 
ence on Mrs. Higbee and because 
of certain defects the Court felt 
had occurred in his instructions 
to the jury. 

Mrs. Higbee bequeathed the bulk 
of her $1,341,960 estate to a sister, 
Mrs. Louisa Chapman of Detroit, 
and the tatter’s children, including 
Benjamin G. Chapman Jr. of *t.

If 
such a course appears desirable 
my Government will be prepared 
to give consideration to a method 
of estimating equivalent naval 
values which will take account of 
other factors than displacement 
tonnage alone. 

“In order to arrive at a basis of 
comparison in the case of cate- 
gories in which there are marked 
variations as to unit characteris- 
tics it might be desirable in arriv- 
ing at a formula for estimating 
equivalent tonnage to consider cer- 
tain factors which produce these 
variations, such as age, unit of 
displacement, and caliber of 
guns.”* 

Gibson asked the conference to 
bear in mind recent world changes, 
and he pointed out that most of 


tthe nations had bound themselves 


by solemn undertaking to renounce 
War as an instrument of national 
policy. After making this allusion 
to the Kellogg pact, he said: 

“We believe that this agreement 
affirming humanity’s will to peace 
will advance the cause of disarm- 
ament by removing doubts and 
fears which, in the past, have con- 
stituted our principal obstacle. Re- 
cently it has been my privilege to 
discuss the general problem of 
disarmament at considerable 
length with President Hoover, who 
has always been an ardent advo- 
cate of peace and good understand- 
ing: 

“lf am in a position to realize 
how earnestly he feels that the 


pact for renunciation of war opens 
/to us unprecedented opportunity 
for advancing the cause of disarm- 
ament—an opportunity which per- 
mits no postponement.” 

Gibson expressed his conviction 
that as long as the world ap- 
proached the problem of disarma- 
ment upon the basis of old fears

When He Attempts to 


Halt Assault, George 
Walsh Comes to Aid. 


A Negro with a _ baseball hat, 
standing over the. prostrate form 
of a white man whos. skull had 
been fractured, was shot and killed 
1° two railroad agents last night 
when he attacked one of the 
agents, 

Joseph O’Dwyer, special agent 
for the Terminal Railroad Associa- 
tion, was making his rounds in the 
switch yards at Easton avenue and 
the Terminal! tracks, Wellston, at 
10:30 o’clock, when he saw the 
white man lying on-the ground, 
with the Negro standing over him. 
As O’Dwyer aproached to investi- 
gate, the Negro, who had been 
holding his hands behind his back, 
swung a bat at him. O’Dwyer 
drew his revolver and the Negro 
attempted to take it. 

An engineer on an eastbound 
Wabash train observed the strug- 
gle and notified another special 
agent, George Walsh, who was 
nearby. When Walsh came run- 
ning to the scene, the Negro fled, 
ignoring commands to halt. The 
two agents each fired five shots 
at the fugitive, who fell with 
three bullet wounds in the back 
and chest. 

The Negro said he was William 
Jones, 32 years old, formerly of 
Mississippi, who came here from 
Springfield, Ill, where he has a 
wife and child. He died at mid- 
night. The white man, unable to 
make a statement, was taken to a 
hospital at Overland, where his 
condition is serious. A work slip 
in his pocket bore the name of 
“Brank Dennis.’’ The man is about 
38, years old. 

Investigators think the white 
man was beaten by the Negro in 
a holdup or a quarrel. A verdict 
of justifiable homicide was re- 
turned at an inquest today. 


CHICAGO FAILS TO GET PERMIT 
TO JOIN LAKE DIVERSION SUIT 


UC. Ss. Supreme Court Refuses to 
Permit City to Become Co-De- 
fendant in Hearings. 

By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, April 22.—The 
Supreme Court today refused to 
permit the city of Chicago to join 
with Illinois and the Sanitary Dis- 
trict as a defendant in the Lake 
Michigan diversion cases. 

The city asserted that the diver- 
sion proceedings, before Special 
Master Charles E. Hughes, had dis- 
closed that,the outcome of the '‘ti- 
gation threatened to pollute its 
drinking water supply. It declared 
that some of the Great Lakes 
states, in recent hearings before the 
special aster, who is to recom- 
mend to\the court means for ex- 
pediting the r.duction of the pres- 
ent diversion, were urging that all 
diversion should cease. Such a re- 
sult would cause che pollution and 
contamination of its drinking wa- 
er supply, Chicago insisted, stating 
that it was without financial means 
to meet such a situation. 

The city asked that it be permit- 
ted to participate in the proceeds 
| ings before the special master in 
order to present information he 
must have before he can make his 
report, and proteg the people of 
the city against a y unreasonable 
burdens being cast upon them. 

Wisconsin, Minnesota, Ohio, Penn- 
syivania, Michigdn and New York 
opposed Chicago, declaring that the 
matters it sought to raise were ir- 
relevant and immaterial, and sug- 
gesting that the only effect would 
be to continue the’ diversion. Chi- 
cago had _ defiantly failed, they 
charged, to comply with the condi- 
tions imposed by the Secretary of 
| War in issuing the present permit, 
and its finanvial needs could not 
prevail against the Court's decision 
that the diversio:: must cease as 
rapidly as possible.

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SEEKS SCHOLARSHIPS 
FOR DEAF CHILDREN 


Central Institute to Dedicate 
Addition to Its Quarters 
June 19. 


Centra] Institute for the Deaf. 
818 South Kingshighway, which 
has raised more than. $350,000 for 


the large addition to its establish- 
ment now nearing completion, has 
issued a new and nation-wide ap- 
peal to its friends for endowments 
to create free scholarships for 
needy deaf children. 

The new building erected in 
front of the smaller and older 
structure and extending on Kings- 
highway from Papin street to Clay- 
ton avenue, will be dedicated June 
19. 

The scholafships which it is 
sought to-establish cover instruc- 
tion in the development of fluent, 
flexible speech, efficient lip-read- 
ing and general schooling, enabling 
the young deaf pupil to be on a 
parity with his fellows with nor- 
mal hearing by the time he is of 
school age. 

It has been found that the an- 
nual cost of a resident pupil cared 
for at the institute is $1250, includ- 
ing tuition, board and _ lodging, 
medical service, laundry and su- 
pervision. For each perpetual res- 
ident scholarship, therefore, an en- 
dowment of $25,000 is necessary. 
A perpetual day pupil scholarship

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Gibson Asks Powers to Act 


Kellogs Pact 


At Disarmament Session 


If That Treaty Means Anything, He Declares, 
There Is No Reason to Continue 
““War-Taxed Peace.” 


By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, April 22. --— The 
text of the address delivered this 
morning at the Geneva preparatory 
disarmament conference by Hugh 


S. Gibson, the American delegate, 
as made public by the State De- 
partment, follows; 

“ Mr. Chairman: I have sought 
your permission to make a gener- 
al statement of the views of my 
Government in regard to the ques- 
tfon of disarmament and have felt 
warranted in doing so at this stage 
of the proceedings because, while 
we have not entered upon a second 
reading of the draft convention, we 
are bringing up for reconsideration 
various questions which have been 
previously discussed. It is felt, 
therefore, that in view of certain 
changed conditions it may facilitate 
the approach to these questions if 
t am. permitted to take this occa- 
Sion for stating my Government’s 
views as to the means best -cal- 
culated to promote an early agree- 
ment. 

Time for Concessions. 

During the first reading of the 
draft convention, it was the duty of 
each one of us to put forward the 
views of his government on the 
various problems before the com- 
mission and endeavor to persuade 
his colleagues that those views 
should be adopted. It was only in 
this way that we were able to 
throw full light upon the compli- 
cated questions, the solution! of 
which we seek. When we come to 
the second reading, however, a re- 
newal of the old discussions is no 
longer in order. Our first duty is 
for each one of us to examine al] 
phases of the problem before us 
with a view to discovering what 
concession can be offered by each 
delegation. Agreement upon a 
single text can be achieved only by 
& maximum of such concession. 

Navy Chief Concern of U. S. 


“For the purposes of my presen- 
tation the disarmament problem 
may be divided into two parts, 
land and naval armaments. AS 
regards land armaments, the 
American delegation will be able 
when we reach this question in 
our discussion to defer to the coun- 
tries primarily interested in land 
armaments with such measure of 
concession as I trust will materially 
facilitate agreement among them. 

My country’s defense is primar- 
ily a naval problem. The Amer- 
ican Government has found no rea- 
son for modifyirg its view that 
the simplest, fairest and most 
practical method is that of lim- 
itation by tonnage by categories— 
a method which has been given 
practical and satisfactory applica- 
tion in the Washington treaty. 
While it is realized that this does 
not constitute an exact and scien- 
tific gauge of strategic strength, we 
have nevertheless found that it 
constitutes a method which has 
the advantage of simplicity and of 
affording to each Power the free- 
dom to utilize its tonnage within 
the limitation of each category ac- 
cording to its special needs. 


Leans Toward French Proposal. 

“The American delegation has 
urged this~ view throughout the 
first reading, but, in view of the 
inacceptability to some other dele- 
gations of our unmodified thesis, 


|my Government has sought in the 


various methods presented some 
solution which might offer the pos- 
sibility of compromise and general 
acceptance, During the third ses- 
sion of the preparatory commis- 
sion, the French delegation brought 
forward a method which was an 
attempt tolcombine its. origina) 
total tonnage proposals with the 
method of tonnage by categories. 
Under this method, a total. ton- 
nage was assigned to each nation 
and this total divided among cate- 
gories of ships by specified ton- 
nages. If I am not mistaken,, cer- 
tain modifications were suggested 
in informal discussions, so as to 
provide that the tonnage allocated 
to any given category might be in- 
creased by a certain percentage to 
be agreed upon, such increase to 
be transferred from any other 
category or categories not already 
fixed by existing treaty. 

In the hope of facilitating gcen- 
eral agreement as to naval arma- 
ments, my Government is disposed 
to accept the French proposal as 
a basis of discussion. It is, of 
course, the understan.ing of my 
Government that this involves an 
agreement upon the method alone 
and not upon any quantitative ton- 
nages or the actual percentages to 
be transferred from one category 
to another. All quantitative pro- 
posals of any kind should properly 
be reserved for discussion by a 
final conference. 

Chief Aim Is to Get Results. 

“My Government is disposed to 
give full and friendly consideration 
to any supplementary methods of 
limitation which may be calculated 
to make our proposals, the French 
thesis, or any other acceptable to 
other Powers and if such a course 
appears desirable, my Government 
will be prepared to give considera- 
tion to a method of estimating 
equivalent naval values which 
takes account of other factors than 


displacement tonnage alone. In 
order to arrive at a basis of com- 


————— 


parison in the case of categories 
in which there’ are marked varia- 
tions as to unit characteristics, it 
might be desirable in arriving at a 
formula for estimating equivalent 
tonnage to consider certain factors 
which produce thése_ variations, 
such as age, unit displacement and 
caliber of guns. My Government 
has given careful consideration to 
various methods of comparison 
and the \American delegation will 
be in a position to discuss the 
subject whenever it comes before 
the commission. 

“In alluding briefly to these pos- 
‘sible methods, I desire to lay spe- 
cial emphasis on the fact that for 
us the essential thing is’ the 
achievement of substantial results. 
Methods are of secondary import- 
ance. 

“I feel that we are able to deal 
to best advantage with the specific 
questions on our agenda only if 
we bear clearly in mind the recent 
important changes in world con- 
ditions. 


Refers to Kellogg Pact. 


“Since our last meeting, the na- 
tions of the world have bound 
themselves by solemn undertaking 
to renounce war as an instrument 
of national policy. We believe— 
and we hope that our belief is 
shared by the other nations—that 
this agreement affirming human- 
ity’s wil] to peace will advance the 
cause of disarmament by remov- 
ing doubts and fears which in the 
past have constituted our principal 
obstacle... It has recently been tny 
privilege 
problem of disarmament at con- 
siderable length with President 
Hoover, who has always been an 
ardent advocate of peace and good 
understanding. I am in a posi- 
tion to realize, perhaps as well as 
anyone, how earnestly he feels 
that the pact for the renunciation 
of war opens to us an unprecedent- 
ed opportunity for advancing the 
cause of disarmament. an oppor- 
tunity which admits of no post- 
ponement. 

“Any approach to the disarma- 
ment problem on purely technical 
grounds is bound to be inconclu- 
sive. The technical justification 
of armaments is based upon the 
experience of past wars and upon 
the anticipation of future wars. 
So long as the approach to the 
problem is based upon old fears 
and old suspicions, there is little 
hope of disarmament. The lessons 
of the old strategies must be un- 
learned. If we are honest, if our 
solemn promise in the pact means 
anything, there is no justification 
for the continuation of a war- 
taxed peace. Great armaments are 
but the relic until the present 
deadlock is broken and that can 
be accomplished only by the de- 
cision of the powers possessing the 
greatest armaments to initiate 
measures of reduction. 

Willing to Go Farther. 

“In the opening statement at the 
three-Power naval conference in 
1927 1 took occasion, in suggesting 
certain tonnage levels as a basis of 
discussion, to say that the United 
States was prepared to.,agree to a 
plan for limitation at still. lower 
lovels which maintain the relative 
status of existing treaties with re- 
spect to the Powers represented at 
that conference. This is still the 
attitude of my Government and I 
am authorized to state that on ..1is 
basis we are willing to agree to 
any reduction, however drastic, of 
naval tonnage which leaves no type 
of war vessel unrestricted. 

A large part of th. suggestions 
for limitation hitherto made seem 
to have been of such a@ nature as 
to sanction existing armaments or 
even to set higher levels with tacit 
encouragement to increase existing 
establishments. This is only a 
timid expedient and an agreement 
on the basis of existing world arm- 
aments (or at higher levels) can 
never be justified before enlight- 
ened public opinion as a positive 

achievement. At best it is pure- 
ly negative. 

The Fundamental Purposc. 

“Fundamentally, our purpose 
should be to release large numbers 
of men from military service to 
productive effort, .nd second, to 
reduce the heavy burden of taxa- 
tion. So long as the nations are 
burdened with increasing taxation 
for the maintenance of armaments 
it is idle to pretend that the world 
is really advancing toward the goal 
of disarmament. In recent years 
the word ‘limitation’ has come io 
be used chiefly in describing agree- 
ments at existing levels or stiil 
higher levels, and is generally 
looked upon as having nothing to 
do with actual reduction. It is u..- 
less to attempt to correct this im- 
pression by explaining that limita- 
tion may be at any level lower or 
higher than those existing. As a 
practical matter, it would seem to 
be best to accept the general public 
understanding of these terms. Let 
us therefore take the bold course 
and begin by scrapping the term 
‘limitation’ in order to concentrate 
upon a general reduction of arma- 
ments,

Content of Beer and Seck New 

Uses for Magucy.

MEXICO CITY. April 
creased taxation on alcoholic bev- 
erages and a reduction in the alco- | 
holic content of beer has been de- 1 
cided upon by Secretary of Finance 
Montes de Oca as the most effect- 
ive way to co-operate with Presi- 
dent Portes Gil in his campaign 
against the drink habit in Mexico. 

The Secretary has informed the 
press that these measures will be! 
adopted in order to discourage the 
sale of intoxicating liquor. He did 
not specify the amount of the pro- 
posed increase in taxes, nor the 
limit that will be applied to beer, 
but indicated they will be suffi- 
cient to have far-reaching results. 
The lega! alcoholic content of beer 
brewed in Mexico at present is 8 
per cent. 

Secretary de Oca also announced 
new uses will be sought for the 
maguey plant, which is raised in 
great quantities in Mexico, prin- 
cipally for making pulque—a fa- 
vorite drink of the masses—the 
main ingredient of which is the 
juice extracted from the maguey 
plant. Hemp also is made from 
the plant. Government scientists 
are experimenting with a process 
which, it is claimed, will so im- 
prove the quality of this hemp 
that it will be superior to henne- 
quin. Another means of co-operat- 
ing in the anti-drink campaign is 
being taken up by a number of 
prominent Government officials, 
who are urging that intoxicating 
liquors be eliminated from the 
menus at banquets and that non- 
alcoholic beverages appear  in- 
stead.

MORE THAN 20 LIVES LOST 
IN WINDSTORMS IN JAPAN 


Many Persons Injured, 400 Houses 

Destroyed and Fishing Boats 

at Sea Missing. 
By the Associated Press. 

TOKIO, April 22.—More than 20 
persons were killed in windstorms 
which swept Japan last night. Many 
more are reported injured or miss- 
ing. More’than 400 houses were 
destroyed and 3000 damaged. 

The Naval Office announced that 
four members of the crew of the 
cruiser Akagi were missing as a re- 
sult of the storm. Three bluejack- 
ets were washed off the decks of 
destroyers which were practicing 
off the Korean coast. The . wind 
fanned disastrous fires in two 
northern towns and caused. four 
deaths. 

At Niigata, in Western Hondo, 
eight persons were killed and 8 
injured. It is impossible as yet to 
estimate the loss of life at sea, 
where many fishing boats are 
still missing. \

Under this proposal, which is 


being considered by Gov. Caulfield 
and State Superintendent Joseph 
B. Thompson, the policyholders 
would be refunded about $5,000,000 
of the $13,000,000 or more in ex- 


order of the State Insurance) 


cess premiums involved, and the | 


companies would keep the balance 
of $8,000,000 or more. 

The companies have continued to 
collect the original rates since the 
reduction order was issued effec- 
tive Nov. 9, 1922, while various 
suits contesting the order have 
been pending in the courts, The 
insurance department sought to 
have the difference in premiums 
impounded when the litigation be- 
gan, but the application was over- 
ruled by the courts. The com- 
panies were required to post 4 bond 
of only $1,000,000 to cover re- 
funds. 

Robert J. Folonie of ~ Chicago, 
chief of counsel for the insurance 
companies in the suits, placed the 
compromise proposal before Su- 
perintendent Thompson and : i, 
Barker and Floyd Jacobson of 
Kansas City, the latter two attor- 
neys for the department, but it has 
not been reduced to written form. 
Thompson has referred it to the 
Governor. 

Terms of Compromise. 


The terms of the compromise 
offer, Thompson said, are as fol- 
lows: 

The 165 companies will imme- 
diately put into effect the 10 per 
cent reduction in rates on _ fire, 
lightning, hail and windstorm in- 
surance in Missouri. 

Refunds of 10 per cent will be 
made by the companies to policy- 
holders on all premiums paid on 
these classes of insurance since 
Jans 1, 1927. 

Thg 19 per cent refund on pre- 
miums collected by the companies 
since Jan. 1, 1927, would amount 
to approximately $5,000,000. 
Thompson said. 

The companies will repay to the 
State the cost of litigation so far, 
which has amounted to between 
$150.000 and $200,000. 

Would Pay State’s Counsel. 

In addition, the companies pro- 
pose to pay the special attorneys of 
the Insurance Department their 
fees for handling the suits for the 
department in a sum to be agreed 
upon by such counsel and the com- 
panies. The special attorneyys for 
the department are Floyd Jacobs 
and J. T. Barker, both of Kansas 
City, thé latter now.City Counselor 
of Kansas City. This arrangement, 
if adopted, would result in the at- 
torneys who have been charged 
with looking after the interests of 
the State in the rate Htigation, to 
look to the companies for their

My dear Mr. Senator: On 
April 12, I received a call from 
yourself and Senators Capper, 
Heflin, Norbeck and Ransdell, 
acting as a sub-committee of 
| the Senate Committee on Ag- 
ricultur2, requesting my opinion 
on the “export debenture plan” 
fur agriculture relief, since it is 
a complete departure from the 
principles already debated dur- 
ing the campaign. I informed 
tu:e committee that I would re- 
quest an analysis of the plan 
by the departments of Agricul- 
ture, Treasury and Commerce, 
and would transmit them to 
the committee together with 
my conclusions after investiga- 
tion. The departments have 
‘SZiven it earnest consideration 
and I have just received and 
Studied these reports which I 
transmit to you herewith. 

The, principle of this plan as 
set out in the draft bill of your 
committee which is before me, 
is to issue a Government deben- 
ture to merchants exporting ag- 
ricultural products in amount of 
one-half of the tariff on such 
products—such debentures to be 
redeemed by presentation for 
payment of import duties. The 
assumption is that by creating 
a scarcity through stimulating 
exports that the domestic price 
will rise above world prices to 
the amount of the debenture— 
that is, if the debenture on 
wheat exports is 21 cents a 
bushel, the price of wheat will 
be 21 cents higher in the domes- 
tic market than in the world 
market. 

Iam aware of the arguments 
put forward in favor of the plan 
by some of our agricultural or- 
ganizations; and the arguments 
of other farm organizations in 
opposition to it. The proposers 
advance it in the utmost good 
faith and earnest desire to as- 
sist in solution of a great prob- 
lem and I regret deeply that I 
cannot agree that this provision 
would bring the results expect- 
ed. On the contrary I am con- 
vinced that it would bring dis- 
aster to the American farmer. 

Drain on Treasury. 

The weaknesses of: the plan 
as set forth in the Senate bil) 
may be submarized as follows: 

1. The issue of debentures to 
export merchants and their re- 
demption in payment of import 
duties amounts to a direct sub- 
sidy from the United States 
Treasury. If the plan proposed 
be generally applied it would 
cost in excess of $200,000,000 a

2. The first result of the plan, 
if put into operation, would be 
a gigantic gift from the Gov- 
ernment and the public to the 
dealers and manufacturers and 
speculators in these commod- 
ities. For instance, in the prin- 
cipal export commodities the 
value of the present volume of 
stocks in possession of these 
trades would, if the plan 
worked, rise by from $200,000,- 
000 to $400,000,000 according 
to different calculations, with- 
out a cent return to the farm- 
er or consumer, ‘Every spec-

mous profits. Conversely, if 
after this elevation of prices 
the plan were at any time for 
any reason withdrawn the 
trades would suffer a like loss 
and a long line of bankruptcies 
must ensue. But in the mean- 
time the trades, out of fear of 
withdrawal or of reduction in 
the subsidy, will not engage in 
normal purchase and distrib- 
tion. Either exorbitant margins 
would be required or alterna- 
tively the farmer would be 
compelled to himself hold the 
nation’s stocks until there was 
a demand for actual consump- 
tion. 

Might Cause Overproduction. 

3. If the increased price did 
reflect to the farmer, the plan 


would stimulate overproduction 
and thereby increase world sup- 
ply which would in turn depre- 
ciate world prices and conse- 
quently decrease the price 
which the farmer would _re- 
ceive, and thereby Gefeat the 
plan. |

4. The stimulation of produc- 
tion of certain . commodities 
would disturb the whole basis

great progress is now being 
made toward a more. stable 
basis of agriculture. 

5. Although ‘t is proposed 
that ihe plan should only be 
installed at the discretion of the 
Farm Board, yet the tendency 
of all boards is to use the whole 
of their authority and more cer- 
tainly in this case in view of 
the pressure from. those who 
would not understand its possi- 
bility of harm, and emphatical- 
ly from the interested dealers 
in the commodity. 

6. It is not proposed to pay 
the debentures of subsidies to 
the farmers, but to the export 
merchants, and it seems certain 
that a large part *f it would not 
be raflected back i» the farmer. 
It offers opportunity for manip- 
ulation in the export market, 
none of which would be of ad- 
vantage to the farmer. The 
conditions of competitive mar- 
keting at home and abroad, and 
the increased risk would ab- 
sorb a considerable part of its 
effect into the distribution and 
manufacturiig trades. More- 
over, the theoretical benefits 
would be further diminished by 
the fact that debentures would 
sell constantly at a discount, 
for the reason that persons 
paying duties “upon imports 
would not take the trouble to 
accumulate the debentures and 
lose interest upon them unless 
obtainable at a discount. 

7. The provision of such an 
export subsidy would necessi- 
tate a revision of the import 
tariffs. For instance, an export 
subsidy of 2 cents a pound on 
raw cotton would mean the for- 
eign manufacturers would be 
receiving cotton at 2 cents a 
pound less than the American 
manufacturer and the foreigner 
could ship his manufactured 
goods back into the American 
market with this advantage. As 
the subsidy in many cases is 
larger'than the freight to for- 
cign ports and back, it raises 
large opportunities of fraud in 
return shipment activities. 

8. Export bounties are recog- 
nized by many nations as one 
form of dumping. I am ad- 
vised that a similar action by 
another nation would be. con- 
strued as a violation of our 
own laws. Such laws are in 
force in the prrncipal countrics 
of our export markets and to 
protect their own agriculture 
would probably lead to action 
which would nullify the sub- 
sidy given by us. 

9. A further serious question 
arises again (if the plan did 
have the effect intended) where 
; the foreign producer of animals 

would be enabled to purchase 

feed for less than the American 
farmer producing the same ani- 
mals. For instance, the swine 
growers in Ontario would be 
able to purchase American corn 
for legs than the American 
») farmer across the border, and 
it would tend to transfer the 
production of pork products for 
export to Europe from the 

United States to Canada. It 

would have the same and prob- 

ably even more disastrous ef- 
fect in dairy products, 
10. The plan would require 

a substantial increase in taxes, 

as no such expenditure or de- 

pletion of revenues as this plan 
implies could be paid from mar. 
ginal income of the Govern- 
ment, more particularly in view 
of the very large increased ex- 
penditures imposed by the na- 
val program, flood control and 
other branches of farm relief. 
Altogether, from the above 
reasons, it is my belief that the 
theoretical benefits would not 
be reflected to the American 
farmer; that it would create 
profiteering: that it contains 
elements which would bring 
American agriculture to disas- 
5 ter.

In spite of the emphatically 
stated opposition of the President, 
the committee declined, by a vote 
of 8 to 6, to reverse its previous 
decision to include the debenture 
plan in its farm measure. Seni‘or 
McNary announced in the Senate 
that a formal report on the bill 
would be ready tomorrow and that 
he would ask -for immediate dis- 
cussion. 

While the fight on the deben- 
ture plan was being placed 
squarely before the Senate, the 
House worked on its farm) bill, 
which does not include the deben- 
ture plan. The -eaders there 
agreed shortly after the House 
convened at noon to extend the 
time for general debate through 
tomorrow. It had been hoped that 
debate would have been concluded 
befor?’ adjournment tonight. 

At the Senate Agriculture Com- 
mittee meeting, the letter of Mr. 
Hoover giving 10 reasons why ie 
could not support the debenture 
plan, which declared would 
prove disastrous to the farmer. 
was read by McNary. It ¢aused 
some members to vote against the 
plan, but opponents of the deben- 
ture plan could not muster suffi- 
cient strength to eliminate the pro- 
posal as desired b: the President. 

The vote to retain the deben- 
ture plan was 8 to 6. Those vot- 
ing for retention were Senators 
Norris, Nebraska; Frazier,; North 
Dakota: and Norbeck, th Da- 
doka, Republicans; Wheeler, Mon- 
tana; Heflin, Alabama: Thomas. 
Oklahoma,’ and Caraway of Ar- 
kansas, Democrats, and Shipstead 
(by proxy), Farmer-Labor, Min- 
nesota. ‘ 

Those voting to eliminate the 
plan were Chairman McNary and 
Senators Capper, Kansas; Gould, 
Maine, and Thomas.of Idaho, Re- 
publicans, and Ransdell of Lou-

Senator Smith (Dem.), 
Carolina, was not recorded. 

Senator Watson of Indiana, ma- 
jority leader, made a statement 
that he was certain the Senate 
would follow President Hoover's 
advice and eliminate the export 
debenture plan.

‘Agriculture, Commerce and 
+ Treasury Statements Ad- 
vise President That 


Scheme Is Unwise. 


“By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, April 22.—The 
declaration of President Hoover 
opposing the debenture plan of 
farm relief was based largely on 
studies made for him by the Agri- 
culture, Commerce and Treasury 


Departments. 

Secretary Hyde of the Agricul- 

“It appears frgm our study of 
the effect of export debentures in 
other countries that it has oper-. 
Ated to increase production. 

“As a consequence of the opera- 
tion of the debenture plan, there 
would be a tendency in farming to 
‘shift from many lines of produc- 
tion toward the production of de- 
< Denturable commodities, especially 
those with a short production 
¢ycle—grain and cotton, for ex- 
ample—the acreage of which could 
be increased greatly from one 
year to the next in the expectation 
of realizing quickly the benefits of 
the debenture. This would at least 
temporarily disturb established 
production | programs. Further- 
amore, should the support of prices 
provided through this plan be re- 
mmoved, the debenturable commodi- 
ties would be left in an overstimu- 
Jated condition and agriculture 
would stand to suffer accordingly. 

Would Depress World Prices. 

“It should be noted also that an 
‘increase in our exports of a com- 
: ‘modity would tend to depress 
world prices. This would tend to 
reduce the effectiveness of the deb- 
: entures and necessitate further tn- 
creases in debenture rates in order 
to maintain prices. 

“Should the world price level of 
@ cOmmodity rise materially, there 
‘would still be an enhancement of 
the domestic price above the world 
devel by the amount of the effec- 
“ive debenture. This would tend to 
ive an abnormal! stimulus to pro- 
‘duction.’’ 

A memorandum prepared by the 
Department of Commerce estimat- 
ed that if the export bonus were 
fully effective in raising prices the

\Real Effects of Tuberculosis 

Created by Iniection of New 
Chemical Similar to Food Fat

Phosphatid, Used in Experiment, 
Through Analysis of Millions of Germs— 
Test Shown at Science Meeting.

WASHINGTON, April 22.—Char- 
acteristic effect of disease produced 
by a mere chemical substance ab- 
solutely free from any germ was 
the latest medical research achieve- 
ments shown this morning to the 
National Academy of Sciences at 
the opening session of its annual 
meeting here by Dr. Florence R. 
Sabin of the Rockefeller Institute 
for Medical Research, only woman 
member of the National honorary 
organization of Anerican Science. 
Tuberculosis was the disease the 
effects of which were induced to 
appear by repeated injections of a 
hitherto unknown chemical, an 
oil containing phosphorous, sim- 
ilar in composition to common fats 
in food. But this chemical, called 
a phosphatid, that caused the for- 
mation of clumps of changed cells, 
the tubercles, was obtained through 
a large scale analysis of millions of 
tuberculosis germs. 
This is a real step toward a bet- 
ter understanding of tuberculosis. 
Perhaps it is a step toward its cure. 
But human fils other than _ the 
great white plague will benefit 
fro the new biological technique 
developed in the research. It is a 
novel and promising method —in 
the study of diseases, 


Results of Long Study. 

No single individual is to be cred- 
ited with this accomplishment. It 
is one of the results of a far-flung 
and thorough attack on tubercu- 
losis by many scientists working 
under a general wa. plan devel- 
oped by a committee of the Nation- 
al Tuberculosis Association of 
which Dr. William C. White of the 
United States Hygienic Laboratory 
is chairman. Dr. Sabin’s results 
would have been impossible with- 
out the work of Prof. Treat B. 
Johnson and Dr. R. J. Anderson 
of Yale who took many pounds of 
tuberculosis bacilli and for the first 
time in history discovered the 
chemical compounds that compose 
them. 

These components of the mi- 
crobes, isolated and identified, were 
turned over to Dr. Sabin and her 
associates, Drs. Charles A. Doan 
and C. E. Forkner, who tested their. 
effects on normal animals. Part 
of the funds obtained through the 
sale of tuberculosis Christmas seals 


| was spent, in the research, for some 


of the investigations. 

Prof. Johnson and Dr. Ander- 
son presented papers to the aca- 
demy explaining their work of 
tearing the microbes apart to dis- 
cover their composition and why 
they are so deadly. Development 
of an artificial chemical food to 
replace the customary organic diet 
for supporting the growing masses 
of germs was an important factor. 

How Disease Develops. 

In the ordinary course of tub- 
erculosis, the germs invade the 
living cells and multiply. AS a re- 
sult of substances exerted by the 
germs or in their bodies, the body 
cells enlarge and clump together 
forming the cheesy masses called 
tubercles. The research in prog- 
ress promises to show just what 
are the causative chemicals. 

Even cancer may eventually yield 
secrets as a result of this investi- 
gation. Cancers are composed of 
cells growing wild and the sim- 
ilarity between tuberculosis and 
cancer may give fruitful sugges- 
tions despite the present unknown 
cause of cancer. 

Inhalation of carbon dioxide will 
save many lives threatened by 
pneumonia, if the experiment on 
dogs, reported to the academy by 
Dr. Yandell Henderson of Yale, 
find successful application to hu- 
man cases of this disease, partic- 
ularly when collayvse of the lung 
occurs. 

How Animals Were Treated. 

Animals with experimental 
pneumonia which otherwise would 
have died in one to three days 
made complete recoveries when 
they were placed in an atmosphere 
of 5 to 7 per cent carbon dioxide, 
the gas that everyone exhales and 
that makes sodawater fizz. 

In essentials this is the same 
treatment now used by rescue 
crews in many cities for saving 
those overcome with carbon mono- 
xide which is the product of in- 
complete combustion. Dr. Hender- 
son and his associate, Dr. H. W. 
Haggard, developed this carbon 
monoxide treatment and their ex- 
perience in that work led to the re- 
searches On pneumonia. 

Diluting the air with the inert 
and harmless carbon dioxide causes 
the patient to breathe deeply and 
thus expand the hing put out of 
commission by collapse.

tive limitation of armament unless 
alt classes of war vessels, includ- 
ing cruisers, destroyers and subma- 
rines, are ,simited. It could not 
agrce to any method which would 
result in leaving any class of corn- 
batant vessels unrestricted. In its 
reply, under date of Sept. 28, 1928, 
to vommunications from the Brit- 
ish and French Governments con- 
cerning an understanding reached 
between them as to a basis of naval 
limitation, my Government pointed 
out that this understanding applied 
to only one type of cruiser and one 
type of submarine and would leave 
totally unlimited a large class of 
effective fighting units. This note 
also called attention to the Amer- 
ican position ut the Geneva naval 
conference and the fact ‘that a pro- 
posal for general reduction was 
urged by the American delegation. 
“The willingness of my Govern- 
ment, I may even say its eager- 
ness, to go to low levels, is based 
upon the fundamental belief that 
naval needs are relative, namely, 
that what we may require for our 
defense= depends chiefly 
size of the navies maintained by 
others. 


“Aside from the signatories of the 
Washington treaty, there is no 
conceivable combination of naval 
power which could threaten’ the 
safety of any of the principal na- 
val powers. What justfication can 
there be for the powers which lead 
in the respective classes of naval 
vessels to sanction further build- 
ing programs in those classes? In 
the case of the United States we 
have already expregsec our willing- 
ness to agree on a basis that would 
mean a substantial reduction of our 
our present destroyer and subma- 
rine types. In the case of cruisers 
it is only possession by others o1 
greatly superior strength in this 
class which has led to the adoption 
of the present building program. 


“My Government cannot find any 
justification for the building and 
maintenance of large naval estab- 
lishments save on the ground that 
no Power can reduce except as a 
result of general reduction. Let us 
ask ourselves honestly what these 
establishments are for. As regards 
the relations of the maritime pow- 
ers among themselves, there is no 
such need. Even if the danger of 
war is admitted, It could be guard- 
ed against just as well by the main- 
tenance of relative strength at low 
levels as at higher levels. The prin- 
cipal naval powers have nothing to 
fear from the naval strength of the 
countries nonsignatory to the 
Washington treaty. There is no 
conceivable combination of naval 
strength among the nonsignatory 
powers which need give concern. 
As an example, the cruiser strength 
of all the nonsignatory countries 
in the world does not attain to one- 
half of the cruiser tonnage of the 
greatest single ficet.

“The people of every country are 
crying out against the burdens of

ONCE EVERY Ot 


There Are a Variety of Ways 
of Preparing These Luscious 
Berries. 


Many housekeepers have re- 
marked that strawberries offer an 
unusual appeal this season. Some- 
how or other, they seem more 
fascinating than usual as we view 
them on the display counters and 
shelves of the grocery stores, meat 
markets and chain stores. 

Besides being one of our most 
attractive and colorful fruits, 
strawberries are a very valuable 
food product so it behooves the 
housewife to include them in the 
family menu as often as possible. 

While many prefer to serve 
strawberries au natural or un- 
cooked, the trend of the times is 
to utilize them in combination 
cooked dishes. Several recipes of 
this type are included in this ar- 
ticle, : 
Strawberry Tapioca. 

Take one-half cup tapioca, one- 
half cup sugar, one teaspoon but- 
ter, three ciips hot water, one- 
eighth teaspoon salt and one pint 
strawberries. 

Cook tapioca, sugar butter, salt 
and hot water in a double boiler 
15 minutes, or until clear. Wash, 
hull and crush berries; sweeten to 
taste and let stand one-half hour. 
Take tapioca from fire and stir in 
fruit. Serve cold. Raspberries, or 
any other fruit may be used in 
place of strawberries. 

Strawberry Float. 


Take four eggs. one-half cup

sugar, one-fourth teaspoon salt, 
three cups milk, one-half teaspoon 
yanilla extract, two cups strawber- 
ries, one cup sugar and one pint 
whipping cream. 

Beat eggs slightly: add sugar and 
salt. Add milk. Cook in double 
boiler, stirring constantly until mix- 
ture coats spoon. Remove from 
fire, cool and add vanilla. Set aside 
to chill thoroughly. 

Pick over. wash and stem ber- 
ries and cut into halves. Cover 
with one cup sugar and let stand 
one hour. Beat cream until stiff 
and fold in chilled drained berries. 

Pile this mixture lightly on cold 
custard and cover with Juice 
drained from berries. Garnish with 
one large ripe red berry. 

Strawberry Batter Pudding. 

Make the batter with one egg, 
one-third cup flour, one tablespoon 
butter, one-fourth cup sugar, one 
teaspoon baking powder, For the 
fruit mixture use one quart ber- 
ries, three-fourths cup sugar, one- 
half teaspoon mace or cinnamon, 
one-half cup boiling water and 
four tablespoons butter. 

Wash clean and hull or pick 
over berries, and turn into deep 
pudding dish. Stir three-fourths 
cup sugar, mace or cinnamon and 
boiling water together until sugur 
is dissolved. Pour over berries and 
dot-with four tablespoons butter. 

Whip eggs, sugar and butter until 
light; then fold in flour, sifted with 
baking powder. Turn over fruit 
mixture and bake in a hot oven 35 
minutes, Serve with plain cream. 


LUNCHEON NOODLE DISH 


This Is an Adaptation of the Pop- 
ular Ring Mold Dish. 
Noodles make a filling luncheon 
dish when cooked with cheese. 
Mix one cup grated cheese with 
two cups boiled and drained noo- 
dles. Add one tablespoon tomato 
catsup, two teaspoons Worcester- 
shire sauce, one cup milk, three 
beaten egg yolks, one and one-half 
teaspoons salt and a few grains 
pakrika. 
Fold in two or three stiffly beat- 
en egg whites, turn in a ring mold, 
set in a pan on a hot platter and 
fill the center with green peas 
which have been freshly cooked. 
Pour drawn butter over the peas.

CITRUS FRUIT JUICE 
FOR BABYS DEE 


Many Mothers Find It Practical 
to Prepare the Juice the 
Evening Before. 


If there is one time when feed- 
ing is of the utmost importance, it 
is in infancy and growing child- 
hood. Babies must have not only 
sufficient food for rapid body 
building, but food for energy for 
their daily internal activities 
(breathing, circulation, etc.) and 
their external activities (kicking, 


crawling, etc.). 

At the end of the sixth month, 
no matter what type of feeding is 
being followed, it is customary to 
give a baby orang~ juice. Give 
from one to two tablespoons of 
strained orange juice midway be- 
tween two of the forenoon feed- 
ings. 

It helps in keeping the bowels 
open and acts as a safeguard 
against scurvy, rickets and lowered 
vitality which result when suffi- 
cient vitamins are not supplied. At 
the end of the ninth month a child 
can be given as much as three ta- 
blespoons of orange juice. 

At the time of weaning the 
amount of orange juice should be 
still further increased and its use 
continued all through childhood, 
preferably a half hour before the 
morning n.eal or at the mid-after- 
noon lunch. 

It is particularly at the weaning 
or post baby period that orange 
juice becomes so important in the 
child’s dietary. The change from 
a liquid milk diet to one of solids 
is a critical adjustment. During it 
the child must eat those foods 
which provide abundant lime and 
other salts to replace those con- 
tained in the milk he is leaving 
behind. 

In the growing period between 
2-12 years, the child is aetually 
building its entire bony structure, 
and particularly its teeth. 

There can be no strong and well 
formed dental structure unless 
during the whole time the teeth 
are slowly developing the child is 
continuously supplied with Iime 
bearing foods. 

It is only from lime salts, phos- 
phates, potash and other mineral 
qualities that bone structure can 
be developed..It has been proved 
that most case of defective teeth 
in adults can be directly traced to 
Inadequate lime supply during 
childhood. 

Strained juice may be given ac- 
cording to age, and older children 
allowed to eat the whole fruit in 
simple forms and dishes. Fresh air, 
exercise and rest are important 
factors in development. But vita- 
min-bearing foods, such as orange 
juice remain fundamental in the 
child’s physical growth. 


HOW TO UTILIZE UNCOOKED 
OR CTIKED EGG PORTIONS 


Oftentimes Cooks Are at a Loss, 
How to Use Them 
Up. ‘ 

Always wash eggs before break- 
ing shells, the shells may then be 
used for clearing coffee or soup. 
When uncooked whites or yolks 
are left over, put them in a cup, 
cover with a damp cloth and slip 
a rubber band around the cup. 
Leftover poached eggs or soft 
cooked eggs may be returned to 
hot water and cooked wntil hard, 
and may then be chopped and used 
with cold meat or fish dishes. 
When soft boiled eggs are left 
over, reboil them until hard, put 
yolks and white separately through 
a ricer or seive and use as a gar- 
nish for vegetables. 

Or, on a thin. slice of tomato 
place a little chopped onion and 
pepper, the yolks and whites to 
form a star, and place all on a 
thin, crisp slice of toast. Use this 
as a relish for first course for 
luncheon dinner.

Make regular sandwiches in any 
preferred size and shape of but- 
tered stale bread and spread with 
chopped and seasoned ham or 
sausage.

Press 
each sandwich firmly together, dip 
in a bath made by adding one cup 
of milk to a beaten egg and sea- 
soning with pepper and salt to 
taste.
